EMPEROR  SPEAKING 
IN  LEAGUE  CHAMBER 


Riotous  Disorder  Arises  When  Heckling  and  Fight- 
in  Galleries  Interrupt  Selassie  in  Reproach- 
ful Speech  In  Which  He  Denounces  Italian 
War  Methods- — Demonstrators  Jailed 


GENEVA,  June  30  (TP).— Riotous  scenes  of  cursing  and 
fighting  in  the  galleries  shattered  the  dignity  of  the 
League  of  Nations  Assembly  tonight,  when  black-robed 
Emperor  Haile  Selassie  charged:  "You  deserted  us  to  Italy." 

Police  were  called  In  to  restore 
order  after  a  chorus  of  heckling 
boos  and  curses  greeted  the  Emperor 
when  he  rose  to  make  a  final,  dra- 
itlc  plea  for  aid. 

A  BITTER  REPROACH 
It  was  almost  ten  minutes  before 
restored  order  and  the  Negus 
was  allowed  to  resume  and  bitterly 
tell  the  League  members: 
"Ood  and  history  will  remember 


your  Judgment ! 

Persons  alleged  to  be  Fascists 
started  the  tumult,  shouting  curses 
at  the  Negus  in  Italian.  French  and 
Spanish.  Fighting  broke  out  when 
League  attaches  tried  to  restore  or- 
der. •  Only  when  pollee  came  and 
ousted  the  hecklers  was  calm  re- 
stored. 

Later,  the  Emperor  said  what  he 
had  to  say,  calmly  and  fully. 

"I  could  not  believe  that  fifty-two 
nations— among  them  the  most  pow- 
erful in  the  world— could  be  de- 
•  f eated  by  a  single  aggressor,"  he  said 
sorrowfully. 

FIGHTING  OTHERS'  CAUSE 
"In  this  struggle  I  have  been 
fighting  the  cause  of  all  small  coun- 
tries against  the  greed  of  a  powerful 
Invader."

Nanking  Government  Beset 
By  Demands  of  Japanese 
And  Southern  Chinese 


SHANOHAT.  June  30  (CP-HavasU 
— Japanese  demands  and  fractious 
Southwestern  Chin  se  military  lead- 
ers harassed  the  Nanking  (Central) 
Chinese  Oovemment  on  two  sides 
tonight. 

Advance  contingents  of  Kwangsi 
troops  marched  into  Kiyang  In 
Nanking-controlled  Hunan  Province 
In  the  Southwest,  after  a  brisk  clash 
with  Central  Government  troops, 
the  Dome!  (Japanese)  News  Agency 
reported  in  dispatches  from  Canton 
Rwangsl  and  the  neighboring  Prov- 
ince of  Kwangtung  are  controlled  by 
Canton. 

DEMAND  EVACUATION 
Reports  from  Peiplng  stated  that 
Japanese  military  authorities  today 
demanded  the  evacuation  within 
twenty-four  hours  of  all  Chinese 
troops  from  the  Fengtal  Railway 
station  outside  of  Peiplng.  The  de- 
mand followed  the  alleged  man- 
handling of  a  Japanese,  civilian  by 
soldiers  of  the  SflthtArmy  of  pen. 
Sung  Cheh-Yuan,  head  of  the  Semi- 
Autonomous  Hopeh-Chahar  Politi- 
cal Council.  A  detachment- of  200 
Japanese  soldiers  arrived  at  Peiplng 
from  nearby  Tungchow 

Kiyang.  reported  taken  by  Cantos),

Reverently  Honor 
*     Memory  of  Bishop 

Funeral  of  Rt.  Rev.  C.  de  V.  Schofield,  Held  Yg»ler- 
day,  Attended  hy  Congregation  That  Filled  the 
Cathedral — Night-Long  Vigil  In  Kept 


IMPRESSIVE  in  hi  aimplidty,  linoerity  and  devotional 
atmosphere,  the  funeral  service  for  the  late  Right  Rev.  C. 
de  V.  Schofield.  Bishop  of  Columbia,  held  yesterday  after- 
noon at  3:30  o'clock  in  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  was  a  pro- 
foundly moving  tribute  from  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese 
of  British  Columbia,  over  which  he  has  presided  for  the  past 
twenty  years;  and  from  the  people  of  Victoria. 


Every  seat  In  the  great  edifice  waa 
fWeoVand  a  second  congregation  of 
mourners,  anxious  to  pay  their  final 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  a  beloved 
.  pastor,  was  present  at  the  briefer 
farewell  service  held  at  6  45  o'clock 
last  evening  Just  -bef ore  the  removal 
of  the  casket  from  the  church  for 
shipment  to  Vancouver,  where  cre- 
mation will  take  place  this  morning. 

Widespread  and  genuine  as  was 
the  sorrow  at  the  bishops  passing, 
there  were  no  dismal  funeral  sym- 
bols displayed  The  catafalque,  be- 
side which  a  succession  of  watchers 
had  kept  vigil  since  8  o'clock  OB 
Monday  evening,  occupied  the 
middle  of  the  church,  between  the 
choir  stalls.  It  was  draped  with  a 
purple  pall,  over  which  the  bishop's 
cope  of  white  silk  brocade  was 
spread.  On  this  rested  a  single  big 
cross  of  red,  white,  orange  and  pink 
garden  roses,  sent  by  Mrs.  Schofield. 
At  each  corner  a  single  cathedral 
candle  burned  in  a  tall  oaken 
candlestick.  At  the  head  was  the 
ebony  and  silver  diocesan  cross;  at 
the  foot,  the  bishop's  pastoral  staff. 

Above  the  pulpit  and  reading  desk 
were  urns  filled  with  tall  spikes  of 
blue  and  mauve  delphinium.  Regent, 
lilies  and  pink,  roses;  at  the  foot  of 
the  pulpit  steps  a  great  bowl  of 
white  roses;  and  on  the  altar  a 
simple  bowl  of  delphinium  and 
lilies  Except  on  the  coffin  itself, 
there  were  no  funeral  drapes. 
THE  SERVICES 

Practically  every  seat  In  the 
cathedral  was  filled  some  time  be- 
fore the  processional  entered.  This 
was  led  by  a  cross  bearer  (Regnlald 
Lane),  the  full  choir,  in  its  blue  and 
white  robes;  and  the  clergy,  who.

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DOMINION  DAY 


There  are  certain  Important  facts  relative  to 
the  history  of  our  country  of  which  we  shall  do 
well  to  remind  ourserves  as  often  as  Dominion 
Day  comet  around,  if  we  wish  to  evaluate  the 
change*  that  have  taken  place  and  the  progress 
that  has  been  achieved  In  our  material  as  well  as 
our  moral  and  cultural  Interests.  One  of  tht\e 

.facts  1*  that'  there  la  a  vast  difference  between 
the'Canada  of  1867  and  the  Canada  of  1936,  even 
in  the  matter  of  size.  Prior  to  Confederation,  in 
fact,  the  name  of  Canada  denoted  very  different 
things  at  different  times.  At  an  earlier  period  it 
applied  only  to  a  strip  of  country  along  the  north 
srjore  of  the  St.  Lawrence  River  from  the  Ottawa 
River  to  the  Saguenay.  Later  on  it  included  great 

Tireas  in  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Valleys.  Still 
later  the  name  meant  only  the  territory  com- 
prised in  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  afterward* 
known  as  the  Provinces  of  Ontario  and  Quebec. 
On  the  first  Dominion' Day,  Canada  included  only 
'  the  four  Provinces  of  Ontario.  Quebec,  New 
Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia.  8lnce  then  the  four 
original  Provinces  have  increased  to  nine,  and 
except  for  Newfoundland,  which  has  Its  own 
Government,  Canada  and  British  North  America 
have  become  practically  fdentlcal  terms  in  a 

geographical- sense.   / 

So  mucJ».for  geography.  Another  of  these  out- 
standing tacts  Is  of  an  historical  nature;  namely, 
that  throughout  the  period  of  its  growth  In  terri- 
tory and  population' from  the  time  of  the  Con- 
quest in  176tt  to  tht  present  day,  Canada  has 
never  faltered  in  its  determination  to  maintain 

Knd  cherish  the  Imperial  connection.  Canada 
thus  enters  today  upon  the  seventieth  year  of  Its 
corporate  life  as  a  Dominion  In  full  and  vital 
fellowship  with  the  other  political  units  which 
together  form  the  family  of  British  nations  owing 
and  owning  allegiance  to  the  King  Since  the 
political  and  constitutional  foundations  of  the 
Dominion  were  laid  by  the  Fathers  of  Confedera- 
tion, and  our  Federal  structure  erected  thereupon, 
the  entire  fabric,  political  and  constitutional,  has 
r.nialntd  substantially  what  it  was  in  1867.  From 
time  to  lime  there  has  been  talk  of  amending  this 
and  abolishing  that,  but  no  revolutionary  change 
has  been  made,  and  the  sound  political  instincts 
of  the  Canadian  people  can  be  trusted  to  prevent 
anything  like  hasty  or  Ill-considered  alterations 
in  our  constitutional  arrangements. 

J'  what  exactly  was  the  foundation  referred  to0 
The  constitutional  foundation  upon  which  our 
enhrr  national  fabric  rests  has  a  history  which 
began  in  the  Old  Land  at  a  quite  remote  period:, 
and  this  roundatioh~underlios  the  Identical  Brit- 
ish Constitution  itself;  The  British  North  America 
Act -is  sometimes  spoken  of  as  the  Canadian  Con- 
stitution. If  those  who  use  this  language  mean 
that  Canada's  Constitution  is  wholly  a  written 
constitution,  they  are  in  errof.  Indeed,  they  are 
confronted  by  the  very  wordy?  of  the  Preamble 
to  the  Act  itself,  which  states  that  the  Provinces 
desire  to  be  United  under  the  Crown,  "with  a  con- 
stitution similar  in  principle  to  that  of  the 
United  Kingdom  "  Now.  the  Brlttsh  Const  itutlbn 
Is  largely  an  unwritten  one  True,  it  includes 
several  highly  valuable  written  charters  and 
statutes.  As  everyone  knows.  Magna  Charta;  the 
Bill  of  Rights,  the  Habeas  Corpus  Act.  the  Acts  of 
Union,  are  constitutional  documents  of  the 
greatest  Importance;  but  the  chief  pillars  and 
supports  of  the  Constitution  are  the  customs  and 
usages,  precedents,  conventions,  and  general 
principles'  by  which  the  institutions  of  the  country 
are  worked. 

Of  course,  as  every  schoolboy  knows,  the  words 
quoted  from  the  Preamble  of  the  Act  did  not 
confer  upon  the  residents  of  the  Provinces  any- 
thing new  in  the  way  of  Jconstltutiojnal  rights  and 
privileges.  The  principles  of  British  constitu- 
tional procedure  had  b«jen  the  authentic  guide  to 
politicai'actlon  In  the  Oanarias  slnre  1759,  and  I 
•  the  Marltlmes  and  Ruperts  Land  long  before 
that.  The  point  Is  thai  there  was  no  brcXk.  no 
absolutely  new  beginning  in  the  matter  of 
political  or  const itutfonal  prorrdure/in  1867. 

It  must  have  "been  at  a  *very#^early  stage  In 
human  history  that  It  became  the  custom. to  set 
up  memorials  and  establish  days  of  remembrance 
These  memorials  and  anniversaries  serve  a  pur- 
pose that  everyone  understands.  They  are  in- 
tended to  awaken  sentiments  of  respect  and 
admiration  for  the  character  and  achievements 
oi  the  great  ones  who  have  gone  before  us  The 
Idea  is  expressed  in  the  summons:

euphemistically  says  that  the  stamp,,  on  his 
"prosperity  certificates"  Is  '  not  meant  to  be»sa 
tax."  It  is  a  tax.  and  one  that  iS  excessively 
heavy,  for  it  is  at  the  rate  of  52  per  cent  per 
annum  on  each  certificate-. 

A  similar  adventure  in  what  can  only  be  re- 
garded as  bogus  currency  was  attempted  in  Port- 
land, Oregon,  whese  business  concerns  refused 
to  handle  the  scrip,  and  the  experiment  had  to  be 
abandoned.  What  Alberta  Is  attempting  may  last 
longer,  because  the  new  scrip  will  be  accepted 
by  the  Government  in  payment  of  taxes  and 
other  Provincial  obligations.  Whether  it  will  be 
accepted  in  the  same  way  for  municipal  taxes 
is  not  known.  Premier  Aberhart  and  his  Minis- 
ters will  accept  from  20  to  25  per  cent  of  their 
salaries  In  the  new  scrip,  but  because  they  will 
not  accept  a  larger  percentage  in  "prosperity 
bonds,"  or,  for  that  matter,  all  their  salaries, 
indicates  a  suspicion  of  the  weakness  of  the 
scheme.  The  Edmonton  Journal  expresses  the 
opinion  that  the  ^prosperity  bonds"  are  likely  to 
prove  "calamity  bonds"  to  the  people  of  Alberta. 
They  are  on  a  par  with  the  Social  Credit  promise 
of  $25  per  month  to  every  individual  in  the  Prov- 
ince, a  promise  which  swept  Mr.  Aberhart  into 
power  by  the  simple  process  of  raising  great  ex- 
pectations which  can  never  be  fulfilled.

Sir  — Please  allow  me  spate  in 
your  paper  to  voice  my  opinion  on 
the  Wednesday  ha  .  >u-,  closing 

Perusing  the  letter' recently  pub- 
lished by  Mr.  Djrttoy.  I  quite  un- 
derstand he  ls^not  advocating  keep- 
ing open  on  Wednesdays,  because 
the  modern  furniture  business  is 
not  or  speciai  attraction  to  the 
tourist,  but  the  antique  and  English 
ported  woolens  shops  are.  The 
average  American  shopper  is  here 
i»  to  quest  of  the  unusual.  ..The  an- 
tique trade,  literally  speaking,  is  a 
'tourist  business,'  which  means 
about  four  months  in  the  year. 

We  pay  business  and  city  taxes, 
the  same  as  the  other  merchants, 
but  as  our  business  Is  -limited  more 
or  less  to  the  Summer  tourist  trade, 
the  enforced  closing  on  Wednesday 
altcrnoons  entails  a  great  hardship 
on  us.  The  amount  of  local  busi- 
ness we  do,  much  as  we  appreciate 
It,  is  of  a  necessity  limited,  and  we 
could  not  possibly  begin  to  subsist 
on  the  same. 

Nearly  all  the  Important  tourist 
centres  in  Oreat  Britain  waive  aside 
the  "  half-day  closing  restrictions 
during  the  Summer  months  to  give 
those  merchants  engaged  in  legiti- 
mate tourist  business  an  opportunity 
to  make  a  living  and  pay  their  rent 
and  taxes  and  carry  them  oVer  the 
leaner  months  of  the  year. 

Therefore,  in  conclusion.  I  do  not 
think  our  request  Is  In  any  way  un- 
reasonable, and  there  need  be  no 
hardship  worked  on  anybody  by  al- 
lowing businesses  relying  on  the 
tourist  trade  to  remain  open  dur- 
ing Ihf  Summer  months.

Halle  Selassie  was  heartily  ap- 
plauded and  received  an  ovation 
from  the  crowd  out*ide  the  League 
Palace  as  he  left. 

ITALY'S  "SACRED  MISSION" 

Premier  Mussolini  aLso  communi- 
cated his  views  to  the  assembly, 
through  a  memorandum,  describing 
Italy's  action  as  "a  sacred  mission 
of  civilization."  In  "the  spirit  of  the 
League  Covenant." 

II  Duce  suggested,  however,  the 
League  "requires  adequate  reform." 
and  asserted  that  Italy  was  willing 
to  aid.  The  note  was  read  by  Pre- 
mier Paul.  Van  Zeeland  of  Belgium, 
president  of  the  assembly,  elected  to 
that  office  today  to  succeed  Edouard 
Benes  of  Czechoslovakia 

Haile  Selassie  spoke  in  Amharic. 
translated  for  the  assembly  dele-  j 
gates. 

"The  representative*  of  fifty-two 
nations  assured  me  the  aggressor 
would  not  triumph.",  he  said,  after  1 
asserting  "I  did  not  wish  the  war  | 
that  was  Imposed  upon  me.  ■  •  . 
CONFIDENCE  ABSOLUTE 

"Despite  our  lack  of  airplane*,  ar- 
tillery and  other  modern  weapons, 
my  confidence  in  the  League  was 
absolute.  " 

"I  never  expected  the  people  of  | 
foreign  countries  to  have  their  sons 
shed  their  blood  for  us,  but  I  did 
expect  the  League  powers  to  grant 
me  financial  assistance  so  I  might 
purchase  badly-needed  arms.  .  .  '." 

Referring  to  the  movement  to  lift 
sanctions,  he  asked:  "Does  this  not 
mean  that  vou  abandoned  us  to 
Italy*  Will  the  world  state*  accept 

force? 

"Imagine  the  unequal  struggle  be- 
tween a  country  with  42.000  000  In- 
habitants, provided  with  all  the  re* 
sources  of  its  industry,  and  a  small 
country  of  12.000.000  without  arms, 
without  any  assistance  other  than 
the  League  of  Nations."  he  said. 
REFCSED  ALL  OFFERS 

"I  placed  every  hope  in  the 
League's  execution  of  It*  engage- 
ment*, and  refused  all  proposal*  for 
personal  advantages  made  to  me  by 
Italy  to  betray  my  people,  conscious 
that  acting  thus  I  was  defending  all 
nations  against  an  aggressor." 

The  Negus  rebuked  the  League  for 
"having  failed  to  afford  Ethiopia 
every  assistance  provided  for  In  the 
Covenant "  "What  becomes  of  the 
collective  security  assured  members 
of  the  League  of  Nations  under  Ar- 
ticle XVI?"  he  asked. 

Referring  to  the  proposed  aboli- 
tion of  sanctions,  he  declared  Lthe 
problem  was  no  longer  a  question  of 
Italy's    aggression,    but    of    the  ■ 
League's  very  existence. 

CORROSIVE  SPRAY* 

Describing  the  Italian  campaign, 
the  Emperor  said: 

"Italian  planes  were  equipped  with 
corrosive  liquid  sprays  when  the 
Italian  army  was  encircling  Makale 
Then  the  plane*,  in  groups  of  Ave. 
ten  and  fifteen,  spread  continuous 
showers  of  yperlte  gas  over  the 
country.". 

,  "^rom  January.  1936.  soldiers, 
women,  children,  cattle,  rivers,  lakes 
and  pastures  were  drenched  con- 
tinually with  gas.  These  fearful 
tactics  succeeded.  .  .  ." 

All  those  who  ate  affected  food 
or  drank  poisoned  water  also  suc- 
cumbed amid  dreadful  sufferings 

"Tens  of  thousands  of  victims  of 
Italian  mustard  gas  fell  It  was  to 
denounce  to  the  civilized  world  the 
tortures  inflirted  upon  the  Ethio- 
pian people  that  I  resolved  to  come 
to  Oeneva  "
